Because Bristol Borough Conn­ 
ell. last week, levied a $5 municipal 
head 
tax,

School Board will be forced to re­ 
duce its head tax for schools from 
IO to $5, Alfred EL Lewis, Board 
President, said today. 
The school tax cut Is required, 
under state law, which sets a maxi­ 
mum of $10 on the total head tax 
in a municipality, Lewis said todav.

Mock Villaf*. “BoomtownSacrificed to A-Bomb 


knee* Flat, Nev.—Boomtown was sacrificed for science today under 
a shattering atomic impact that smashed the little desert settlement with 
a killing wallop equal to 15,000 tons of TNT. 
The atom punch touched off at 8.20 AM EST came from what atomic 
energy commission officials called a “device”, that may, if successful, 
be the forerunner to an A-bomb small enough to be carried by a speedy 
jet bomber. 
The shot turne4l the pale pre-dawn of the der rt into that of a 
blinding noon, and an ugly mushroom cloud rose up nom the center of 
the little mock community with its houses, autos and realistic looking 
ruins. 
Troops in foxholes as close as two miles to the atomised 300-foot 
tower which had held the bomb, picked themselves up and awaited 
the command to advance into the area. 
Their foxholes put them closer to the horrendous detonation than 
any humans since the “atom drops” over Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Damage to Doomtown’s installations was obscured by a heavy pall 
of radioactive dust. 
Doomtown was built to be destroyed so that civil defense adm inistra­ 
tors will know what kind of homes and cars and clothes we should 
have iu a world menaced by atomic warfare. 


A-Blast Sends TV Screens Into “Wobbles” 


New York -The tremendous atomic burst over “Doomtown” in 
Nevada sent TV screens across the nation into the "wobbles” and a brief 
blackout at the instant of the blast this morning. But then the picture 
returned and watchers at TV sets got their clearest look yet at what an 
atomic explosion is.
